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FOREWORD 

Tribal development in the country has been 
vitiated due to presupposition. It is generally taken 
for granted that tribals are in the periphery of Indian 
society and outside the Indian psyche. It is also 
assumed that the tribals need protection and they must 
be integrated into the Indian main stream, 

Scholars and administrators alike believed in the 
19th century that the tribals either had no language or 
had limited languages. It was said for example, that 
Sotra language had only 700 words. The term ‘culture 
of silence’ came in handy to reinforce the above notion. 

Tribal languages are neither easy nor are they 
incomplete. Structurally they are as complex as the 
known major languages of India. They express all the 
nuances of tribil life and are capable of expressing any 
aspect of modern life if put to such use. 

The Central Institute of Indian Languages which 
has a mijor programme of studying tribal languages in 
all their psycho-social relations, has decided to produce 
a grammar, a dictionary, a volume of folklore and 


learning materials for children and adults in each 
language with a view to establishing bi-directional 
communication among the tribal and non-tribal commu¬ 
nities. 

The present Brokskat- Urdu-Hindi-English-D'.ctionary 
is the sixth to be published in our dictionary series. 
By producing Hindi and English glosses an attempt has 
been made to simultaneously expose the Brokskat 
speakers to both the official and associate official langu¬ 
ages of the country. We hope that the non-Brokskat 
speakers who will have occasion to come in contact 
with them either in administration or for trade purposes 
will find the dictionary useful. 


Our field workers who have worked under difficult 
conditions and produced such mateiials as this deserve 
commendation. I also put on record our appreciation 
for those who are responsible for the speedy execution 


of the work.

EDITOR’S NOTE 

The tribal people in India lyave for long lived in 
isolation except to be exposed for exploitation. They 
have not participated to their benefit in the Socio-econo¬ 
mic development of the country. To come out of their 
. isolation, it is necessary for them to learn the language 
of the majority people around them and a number of 
them have done so. But this bridges the communication 
gap only in one way and the whole burden of building 
up this bridge is carried by the minoiity group. It is 
necessary, however, for developing mutual understan¬ 
ding and good-will, to increase bidirectional communica¬ 
tion between the tribal people and the majority people, 
of the region. For this purpose, the majority people, 
especially those who come in contact with the tribal 
people for various reasons such as civil administration, 
security, social service, trade, etc., should learn their 
language. The dictionary, which forms part of the 
package consisting of phonetic reader, grammar and 
instructional materials, is prepared to help them in their 
learning of the tribal language. 

The preparation of a dictionary in a tribal language 
s an important step for the codification of the language. 


Keeping this in view the entry in the tribal language is 
given in the script suggested for it. It is followed by 
phonemic transcription to aid pronunciation when the 
scrip 1 : is not based on Roman. The meanings are given 
in the 'anguage of the state where the tribal language is 
sp«ken and in English and wherever possible, also in 
Hindi. This will help the literate tribal people in their 
learning these languages. The dictionary is followed 
by appendices of special lexical classes in the language 
in some cases. 

Though the dictionary is meant to be helpful for 
language learning, it is hoped that it will also be useful 
to linguists. The grammatical labels are based on the 
grammar of the language prepared in the Institute. 

Data for the dictionary were collected in the field 
primarily from one informant by elicitation through 
the word list prepared in the Institute. They were 
then crosschecked with some other informants. The 
list of words may not be exhaustive and we are trying 
to evolve methods to increase the words. Comments 
and suggestions passed on to us will be useful to 
improve our future publications in this series.

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INTRODUCTION 

Brokskat (Bros ''rock’; Skat ‘language’) is a member 
of Shina sub-group of languages of Dardic group 
which belongs to the Indian Branch of the Indo-Iranian 
languages. The Shina languages of Dardic group are 
spoken in Gilgit, Gurez, Chilas, Kargil, Dras, the Indus 
valley and Swat Kohistan. 

The Brokskat speaking villages are amidst the 
Balti speaking and Ladakhi speaking villages. Those 
villages which are adjacent to the Balti speaking 
villages have bilinguals in Balti and those adjacent to the 
Ladakhi speaking villages have bilinguals in Ladakhi. 

The Brokskat speakers are called Brokpas and are 
mostly Buddhists. Some follow Islam. The Muslims 
among the Brokpas are recent converts. According to 
census, the total population was 544 in 1961. Accor¬ 
ding to the speakers, the present population may be 
around 2000. 

The Brokpas know Urdu, the official language of 
the State apart from the local languages such as Purki 
(Balti) and Ladakhi. Urdu is taught in the primary 


schools. Brokskat has borrowed words from these 
languages. 

The dictionary has 1700 words approximately. 
Though words in Brokskat have from one to seven 
syllables, words with two syllables are more common. 

There are about 870 nouns and 500 verbs m the 
dictionary. The verbs which end in t h is are always 
transitive. The verbs which end in dis, bus and is may¬ 
be used either as transitive or as intransitive. Brokskat 
has many polysemic -words. 

Brokskat words are given in Perso-Arabic script 
which is the script of the State language with necessary 
modifications. The meanings are given in Urdu, the 
official language of the State, in Hindi and English, 
the official and associate official language of the Union. 
It is hoped that the dictionary will be helpful for 
Brokskat speakers to learn these languages. 

The words are given in phonemic script to aid 
pronunciation and also to make the dictionary useful 
to linguists* 

This multilingual dictionary has five columns. 
They are Brokskat m Perso-Arabic script, in phonemic 
script with grammatical information, meaning in Urdu, 
meaning In Hindi and meaning in English. 



The Urdu meanings were given based on Hindi 
meanings by Prof. Salim Tammanai who is also a 
popular writer in Urdu (Dakhini). They were 
checked by Mr. Zaidi, NRLC, Patiala and scribed by 
Sri Mohammad Abdulla Shariff. Hindi meanings are 
given by the author, which were edited by Dr. R. A. 
Singh, CIIL, Mysore. 

The words have been arranged according to the 
alphabetical order of Perso-Arabic. The order is given 
below:

In Urdu the final vowels are always written long 
but pronounced short. But in Brokskat since the word 
final vowels are phonemically short (phonetically half- 
long), they are written with the symbols for the short 
vowel. 

The symbol for /u/ in Urdu is not uniform. The 
symbol stands for the values of /u/ as well as for Am/. 
In Brokskat it is written with, J above the symbol 
for the preceding sound. 

Urdu has no symbol for the vowels lei and lol and 
the suggested symbols for Brokskat are and ) 
respectively. 

The consonants / c, s, z and q / have no symbols 
in Urdu writing system and the suggested symbols are 
Xj ^ ' f an d 0 respectively. The symbol for /q/

will have three different shapes in the initial position 
as the symbols for / p, b, t, t and n/. 

Though the dictionary does not give citations it is 
not a glossary as it gives grammatical labels, pronuncia¬ 
tion cue and definition of meanings in three languages. 

A few words in this language are culturally 
specific to the Buddhists or the Muslims of the commu- 


nity. There are thus lexical pairs correlating with th 
two religious groups. They are given below.

It may be seen that 
the lexical difference in some cases like the words for 
poor and place of worship are not due to the cultural or 
religious differences directly but due to the fact, the 
Muslim Brokpas have more borrowings from Urdu. 
The lexical differences need further study.

Brokpas do not have either folksongs or folk 
tales of their own. However, Brokpas sing Ladakhi folk 
songs without understanding their meaning. With great 
difficulty I asked Mr. Gulam Rahim, my informant 
to translate the popular story ‘The monkey and the 
crocodile’ into Brokskat. This is the only text which l 
collected to include in the grammar. I collected two 
folk songs, which I discovered later as translation of 
Ladakhi folk songs.

Lastly a few words about my informants and data 
collection. The data were collected primarily from 
three informants. They are Sri Guiam Rahim, Sri 
Mohammad Isa and Sri Sring Phel, The first two are 
educated upto 8th standard and are working in the 
State Government. 

The third informant Sri Sring Phel is an uneducated 
person. All the informants know Purki (Balti), Ladakhi 
and Urdu apart from their mother tongue, Brokskat. 

Sri Mohammad Isa is from the village Silmon and 
he is 22 years old. Sri Guiam Rahim is from the 
village Garkhon and he is 26 years old. Sri Sring Phel 
is from the village Darchiks and he is 32 years old, 

Sri Sring Phel is a Buddhist and Sri Mohammad Isa 
s a Muslim. Sri Guiam Rahim is also a Muslim. How- 
evar, Sri Rahim converted to Islam very recently and 
all his relatives are still Buddhists. His language has 
less borrowings from Urdu compared to the language 
of Sri Isa. The grammar of this language and the 
dictionary is mainly based on the data collected from 
Sri Guiam Rahim. 

Knowledge of English of my inf<3fmints is very- 
limited. I collected the data through my limited kno¬ 


wledge of Hindi and through an interpreter, Mr Hameed 
Thanveer, who knows English, Urdu and Kashmiri 
apart from his mother tongue Purki. However, the 
data collected from my infromants were checked from 
other speakers also.
